Bids were solicited for a 2018 Four Door Freightliner Engine to replace the current 22 
year old truck.  This truck will be used in all areas both rural and city responses, for the 
fire department.  The reason for bidding out this truck at this time is to ensure delivery in 
2018. Specifications were sent to several vendors with four vendors responding back to 
the requests for bids.  Those bid amounts are listed below:

KME- (Nesquehoning, PA) -300 days       $373,750.00 
 

E-One- (Ocala, FL) -300 days        $378,335.00 
 

All the bids submitted met the specifications requested.  Furthermore we would like to 
request a not to exceed price of $340,000.00 to purchase the 2018 Four Door 
Freightliner from Deep South Fire Apparatus.  Delivery of this truck is projected to be in 
early to mid-2018.
